The Phoenix Parks and Recreation 
Department is operating a motorcycle 
park which is a fenced 240 acre area 
outside of the City. The City pays a 
coordinator and two part-time staff 
trained in first-aid to operate the park. 
At the present time, the park operates 
on weekends from 7 a.m.—dusk. The 
park includes a scrambles track, 
mini-motocross track for bikes from 
100cc on down ‘and a full | size 
motocross track to be cut the first week 
in November. Hill Climbs are held on a 
large hill in the north part of the park, 

The public ‘uses the park on a 
$1.00/day /bike fee in an effort to make 
the park partially self-sustaining. 
Helmets are required and leather 
footwear is encouraged. An advisory 
board of interested citizens helps plan 
and conduct activjties at the park. 

Revenue sharing money was used to 
set up the park’ initially, and the City 
pays an annual lease to the State for use 
of the land. Events currently draw 
about 100 entrants each.

It’s a long way down off Valley’s big dropaway, but to European sidecar ‘crossers like Paul Van Heugten and Ben Rapis, it was “No problem.” 





Vidic tops local 250 talent

Coolly and methodically,

strated their mastery of the art of 


sidecar motocross at Valley Cycle 
Park, while at the same time they 
opened the eyes of about 2500 
fans as to the sheer speed and 
excitement potential of hack racing in 
the European manner. 

Their closest rival was the team of 
Ton Van Heugten and Dick Steen 
Bergen, while John Palfreyman/Joe 
Gardner put together a seventh and a 
fifth for fourth overall, top Americans, 
after Indiana’ Tiny Adams/Harry 
Gaunt broke their rear brake backing 
plate late in the second moto. 

At times it was almost as much fun 
watching the crowd as watching the 
racers, to see the almost universal 
disbelief, the awestruck faces, as the 
crowd witnessed the chair teams 
circulating Valley’s motocross track at 
speeds that would pucker up most solo 
riders. It took some double takes to 
realize they were hitting most of the 
jumps in a kind of controlled crash with 
800 to 900 pounds of machine/rider 





combination, then hooking each 
succeeding corner without loss of 
momentum, depending on perfect 
timing and teamwork to keep the 
outfits upright and pointed in the right 
direction. 

In sidecar motocross, the monkey 
does nearly as much work as the pilot to 
steer, especially coming out of turns 
throttle-on, since the rate at which he 
picks himself up from his cornering 
position determines how quickly the 
machine will straighten out. If the 
passenger’s timing is faulty, it will force 
the pilot to back off the throttle to 
maintain control. 

The fastest teams, like Grogg/Grabber 
and Van Heugten/Steen Bergen, were 
rolling the throttle on in the sweeping 
right-hander before the front straight, 
taking both jumps flat out, squaring off 
the banking and not backing off until 
the top of the hill. Though they took 
Valley’s downhill dropaway at 
frightening speeds, free-falling 
downslope every bit as far as a solo 





rider, Van Heugten later called the 
downhill “no problem.” To the 
Europeans, the most difficult place to 
go fast at Valley is the series of tight, 
looping hairpins at the lower end of the 
circuit. 

Van Heugten (Yam/Wasp) grabbed 
the “holeshot in the first 20-minute 
moto, but held the lead only to the top 
of the hill, as Grogg/Grabber shot by 
and were never headed again. The Haller 
brothers (Hon/Wasp) cut inside Van 
Heugten just before the front Straight 
while the Strombergs’ 750 Kawasaki 
outfit completed the lead foursome, 
already some 10 seconds up on the rest 
of the field after just three laps. 

Jan and Theu Thije pulled off in the 
first lap with a tossed chain, getting 
back into it two laps down. The Hallers 
also stopped, losing two to three laps, 
then re-entered to finish. Palfreyman 
and Adams ran head to head early in the 
moto. until Adams finally managed to 
pull away. Pierre Borms/Mick Ripper 
worked by the Bell/Ridyard Honda 
team about mid-race. Almost unnoticed, 
Goran Anderberg/Ulf Alfredson on a 
360 MHusqvarna/Wasp worked into 
fourth and held it to the finish. 


Second moto 

Van Heugten again dropped the 
hammer first, leading over the hill and 
well into the bottom half of the circuit 
as the second moto got underway. 
Down the front straight Grogg/Grabber 
again motored away, owing in part to 
their left-hand chair, as opposed to Van 
Heugten/Steen Bergen’s right-side chair. 
Since right turns dominate the fastest 
part of the track, the champions had the 
hot set-up, tracking smoothly through 
the sweepers at either end of the front 
straight, while Van Heugten/Steen 
Bergen would hit the banking at the end 





of the straight, hang off, lift the chair in 
a calculated square-off and charge the 
hill, having lost as much as a half-second 
on the exchange. 

Behind, the Strombergs put their 
Kawasaki triple off the track with a flat 
tire on the drive wheel, the Thije team 
moved into third, Anderberg/Alfredson 
once again took over fourth and 
Adams/Gaunt appeared safe in fifth 
until the brake broke coming off the 
downhill. That left Palfreyman/Gardner 
holding off a late charge from 
Borms/Ripper to the finish. 

250 Support class 

“Ten dollars for the license and no 
cheating on the start. Boy, t’ings are 
getting rough.” — from Lars Larsson at 
the riders’ meeting as Referee Tex 
Myers talked tough turkey. Whatever 
kidding aside, the “Support” class was a 
show in its own right as Billy Payne, 
fighting an advanced caseof the sniffles 
and a wayward chain, almost stole the 
bacon from Jeff’ Vidic. John DeSoto, 
recovered from early season injuries just 
in time to pick up an Ossa Phantom ride 
for the rest of the year, was robbed of 
his shot at the overall when his throttle 
worked loose on the bars late in the first 
moto. 

It was Jeff Vidic (Mai) first up the 
hill, with DeSoto tucking in on the 
downhill side at second. Billy Payne, 
dosed up on cold remedies, joined the 


lead grouping and these three 
immediately pulled out about five 
seconds on the next riders. Payne 


started to pressure DeSoto in the 
hairpins during the third lap, got by him 
briefly, then had a rock knock his chain 
off, dropping to 13th place before he 
could remount it and get it on again.

desert racing and play riding, it 
represents the best of two worlds to its 
creator David Spencer, a mechanic at 
Pacer Honda in Salt Lake City, Utah. 
Dave worked. out a way to make the 
conversion that only weighs 219 pounds 
wet, and which doesn’t cost very much 
for somebody who is willing to do his 
own welding and jury-rigging. 

But why go to all the trouble? 

Much of the answer lies in the 
single-purpose philosophy of the 
Elsinore itself. The bike is designed for 
motocross (which it does well), not for 
desert. Even with gearbox modifications 
to spread out the ratios, the fast-revving 
engine doesn’t lend itself to the kind of 
cross-country . races we have in the 
Intermountain West — the kind that 
blast across wash-cut sage flats, wind 
through tight trees, climb through 
rocks, and perhaps even cross some 
miles of sand dunes, all in the same race. 

If you put aside the favoritism, you 
have to concede that no manufacturer 
offers the perfect desert machine. 

Enter the 219-pound four-stroke 
desert sled. All by itself, this bike stands 
as a lesson in the forgotten virtues of 
the four-cycle engine, in applications 
where torque is as important as 
horsepower. s 

According to the Honda mechanic, 
an Elsinore 250 engine costs $465 
dealer net, while the XL four-stroke is 
about $400. So, if you wanted to make 
the conversion and your CR engine is 
sound, you could probably sell it for 
enough to mostly pay for the 
four-stroker. Labor costs would be 
considerable, unless you do all or most 
of it yourself. 

For a better understanding of this 
marriage of engine and frame, let’s go 
for a ride. 

To a whole generation that has never 
ridden a “thumper,” the bike seems 








much slower than it really is. With 
modifications the XL engine will wring 
out enough horsepower to keep up with 
most out-of-the-crate racers in its class, 
and yet it pulls like a tractor. Throttle 
response is jerky just off idle, but then 
it just keeps on pulling. 

Once underway, it feels... it 
feels ... I'll be switched! It feels like an 
Elsinore. It has that sensation of 
snapping straight ahead every time the 
throttle is turned on, as the long 
wheelbase goes to work. Bumps don’t 
deflect it, and the feel is firm, not cushy 
like a Penton. 

But with test riders of all types, the 
first run into whoopdedoos revealed a 
basic difference: the front wheel feels 
like it is made of cast iron. 

“When I was mounting this engine, I 
decided to place it so that the front 
sprocket would sit exactly where it does 
on the stock Elsinore,” Spencer 
explained. “On the next one, I think the 
engine should go three-quarters of an 
inch. to the rear, so the front end will 
feel right, and so it will do a better job 
of getting the power to the ground.” 

Looking from the sprocket position, 
the XL engine is both deeper and taller 
than the CR. However, the total ground 
clearance is the same as an Elsinore, 
because the four-stroke engine doesn’t 
require a low-mounted expansion 
chamber. 

Overall, if you like the feel of an 
ordinary Elsinore, you'll like this one. 

Time now to look at how it was 
done. The basic operation is simple’ 
enough, but getting all the little stuff to 
work out right is a hassle. 

Modification of the frame is confined 
to the double downtubes that lace 
under the engine. As is, the frame isn’t 
deep enough for the XL. So, after 
removing the original engine, cut off the 
downtubes in front just under the 





ngine mounts, and ona line just above 
e kickstand on the rear. 

Using the original mounting plates, 
ang the engine in the frame so that the 
front sprocket is three quarters of an 
inch behind where the CR countershaft 
as located. To line up the chain 
traight, you have to shim the engine 














mice eighths of an inch to the right of 
enter. 

With the engine temporarily in place, 
you can size the new downtubes. In 
act, Dave left the engine in position 
hile he did the initial welding of the 
lowntubes (very carefully). 

Which raises the question: where do 
you get chrome-moly tubing of just the 
ight size? 

Handlebars. 

The tubing walls are a little thicker, 
but the outside diameter of accessory 
handlebars is the same, and you can 
leven use some of the bends in fitting the 
tube stock to the frame. 

Vave said he used an ordinary gas 
welder, with no ill effects. Incidentally, 
the double downtube configuration 
makes mounting a skid plate much 
easier than it is on the stock XL 250. 

With the frame tubes in place, the 
easy part is done. 

The front and rear upper motor 
mounts can be made from heavy gauge 
sheet aluminum. The rear one has to be 
heated and bent to fit. While drilling 
bolt holes, you can also drill extra holes 
for lightness. This won’t change the 
weight much, but it looks trick. The 
word around here on strength is that the 
lightening holes should be no more than 
twice as big (in diameter) as is the stock 
you are drilling in. 

The bottom motor. mount takes a 
little more macho, Get some tubing that 
will just slide over the lower mounting 
bolt to use for spacers. Drill a hole 
through the downtubes, in line with the 
lower engine mount hole, which will 
accept this spacer tubing. Size two 
pieces of tubing so that they just reach 
the engine case on either side, and weld 
them into place to preserve the strength 
of the frame. What you have are two 
spacers welded into place. 

-The lower mounting bolt also serves 
as one point of attachment for the 
footpegs. To use the Elsinore footpegs, 
Dave welded and gusseted two nuts to 
the frame to take the other two 
mounting points. 

About now, you notice that you cut 
off your brake pedal mount when you 
lopped off the original downtubes. To 
get the brake working again, tack the 
pedal mount to the new frame section 
so that it hangs farther out to the right 
then it did originally. Then you have to 
bend and trim the bottom of the pedal 















































and the top of the footpeg mount, to 
get it all to work. When it does, ‘the 


clutch housing works as a top pedal 
stop. 

The Elsinore kickstart lever is one of 
those that pivots at the base. To make 
one that will tuck in, you need the type 
that pivots at the top. Dave used the top 
of a Sachs lever, welded to a piece of 
tubing, which was then welded to the 
Elsinore spindle. It’s lighter than stock. 

That leaves the problem of the weird 
position of the carburetor. It would 
take a re-design of the engine head and 
manifold to place the carb in a 
two-stroke-like position, so Dave welded 
an adapter ring to the stock air filter, 
which will take the same size radiator 
hose that happens to fit the throat of 
the carb, in this case a 32mm Mikuni. 
He cut a hole in the right side air filter 
cover, and now the filter sits sideways. 
The stiffness of the radiator hose (use 
the kind with wire in it) holds the filter 
in position. Waterproofing will require 
much careful attention. 

Not. even white string could be 
routed from the carb position under the 
tank without getting kinks in it, so the 
throttle cable goes right over the top of 
the gas tank. 

The engine modifications are a story 
in themselves. Various shops around the 
country have formulas for the XL 
engine. Dave used the formula of Long 
Beach Honda, which was developed for 
flattrack racing. For desert riding, he 
retained the magneto ignition, rather 
than use the total-loss battery setup of 
the track engine. The stock magneto 
gives much more flywheel effect than 
the engine needs, so the engine will rev 
faster with a light one, and still have 
gobs of torque. Dave used a couple of 
coils out of an SL-125. 

The overall result is not one of the 
fastest 250s, but a bike that is 
competitively fast for motocross and 
play-racing. 

The paint job on the Elsinore tank 
was designed by Dave to look like an 
XL, and it is surprising how few riders 
notice that the bike is all Elsinore, 
except the engine. Conversely, if you 
want it to pass for an Elsinore, paint the 
engine head black, and look for puzzled 
faces every time you start it up. 

“If Honda were to build this bike, 
the company could reposition 
components to make it sanitary,” the 
mechanic said. “I think an awful lot of 
beginning and intermediate riders could 
ride this bike faster than they can a CR, 
because it doesn’t require such precision 
of shifting and throttle,” he said. 

All by itself, the XLsinore implies a 
new breed of 200-pound desert 
thumpers. Call it a sled if you must. @

In the first moto, while leading, 
Tommy decided to discard his goggles 
which had been covered by . mud. 
Almost as he did he got a plop in the 
eye and it sent him down. He re-entered 
in 12th place. McDougal took over but 
tossed a chain which sent him back to 
10th. Bell took over and wasn’t passed, 
but in the final two laps, Croft had 
charged back and had caught him. On 
the final lap, McDougal slipped back 
into third. 

The decider went off the line and the 
pack stayed with Bell, the leader. 
Included in the battle were, of course, 
McDougal and Croft, and Dave Eropkin 
(Hon), Mark Tyer (FMF), Tim Lunde 











(Hon) and David Williams 


(Hon). 
Lunde, as he had in the first round, 
retired with mechanical problems. The 
dicing was incredible as for eight laps 
Bell clung to the lead. 

Finally, determined to win the moto, 


Croft slipped by and McDougal 
followed in his draft. Things then sorted 
out to the finish with Bell third, Tyer 
fourth, Eropkin fifth and Williams sixth, 
all still neatly packed together. Croft, 
with a 2-1, took the victory with Bell 
second (1-3) and McDougal third (3-2). 

Nothing could match last week’s 
250cc Pro final moto in which Billy 
Payne, Rich Grafton and Rich Pinnick 
battled the entire race, changing leads a 
total of 11 times. That race was perhaps 
the best ever in CMC history. 

So this week’s showdown with new 
faces seemed almost anti-climactic as 
Chuck Lunde (Mon) scored his first 
overall victory in many months. Tim 
Battenschlag (Mai) made one of his 
finest performances pay off with a 
second. 

Ray Topham (Mai) scored a sixth, 
coming from behind, in the first event, 
then calmly stated with determination, 
“I’m gonna win the next race. Print 
that.” He made his prediction come 
true, from start to finish. And because 
of it he took third overall by one point 
over a tie between Danny McKee (Mon) 
and Rob Raymer (Mai). 

Doug Sherman (Mai) is back on the 
scene again and greeted the 500 Pros 
with a clean sweep while Luke Messer 
(Mai) rolled up two seconds for the 
runnerup spot in the results. The week 
prior, Messer had claimed the victory. 

The CMC announced today that for 
the remainder of the year at Carlsbad a 
guaranteed $500 purse will be up for 
the pros. That is, $500 or more 
depending on the rider turnout. In 
addition, double season points are also 
being awarded at Carlsbad for the rest 
of the season. And Carlsbad is where the 
CMC heads this Sunday. e

Williams tops

Mark Williams, still running hot in 
his go-fast streak from the Ascot 


National,

mile. After having to settle for 
second place. behind his Ascot 
spoiler Hank Scott in the heat 
race, Williams led the shortened 
final all the way over rookie Expert Ron 
Powell. Powell started the day with a 
new track record, the first rider ever in 
the 26-second bracket at Tulare. Powell 
then had to take second behind Eddie 
Wirth in the first Expert six-lap heat 
race. John Hateley just missed nipping 
Powell at the checkered flag. 

Hank Scott fought to the top in the 
second heat, and kept it there to the 
finish. Williams had his hands full with 
Jim Odom for the distance, but 
managed to hold the big man. back. 
Danny Hockie ran away from Frank 
Gillespie and the rest of the field in the 
final heat race. Rob Morrison, aboard 
David Aldana’s. factory Norton, and 
lowa’s Steve Droste, ran a photo-finish 
for third, with the decision going to 
Droste. 

Due to the rapidly advancing 11 p.m. 
curfew, the Expert semi was run off 
before the other classes’ semis. Rob 
Morrison, Doug Sehl and Pat McCaul all 
got around early leader Charlie Seale on 
the last lap to make the final. Seale had 
seen a cloud of dust on the track 
(caused by a pit racing Novice) and had 
shut off the gas a bit, thinking someone 
had fallen. This instant of slowdown 


sent the following three riders into 
evasive maneuvers, and Seale into 
fourth. 


Some other top riders had some bad 
luck at Tulare, too. Terry Dorsch’s 
Triumph broke a piston while leading 
his heat, and Junior Ron Tobey did the 
same in his heat, also while in the lead. 

As usual at Tulare, the main problem 
was the track. Lime was used to mark 
the holes in the turns, but it did little 
good since very few riders could see it. 
The infield is lit up like a tennis court, 





zipped to an easy vic- 
in the annual Tulare half- 


but the track is more like a closet. The 
darkness, coupled with the sticky, wet 
sand caused more than one rider to pull 
off, unable to see where he was going. 

At just about curfew time the Expert 
final got under way. From the first lap 
the roughness of the track showed. TT 
Experts Williams and Powell were riding 
through the holes while everyone else 
tried to pick a line between them. Pat 
McCaul went out almost immediately, 
followed by Droste, whose exhaust pipe 
had broken loose. 

Considering the “wide open” surface 
of the track, very little passing went on 
throughout the final. Frank Gillespie 
got under Jim Odom for third, while 
Morrison and Danny Hockie battled for 
fifth. Morrison won that fight, Hockie 
finished just ahead of Eddie Wirth, 
Hank Scott and John Hateley. Hateley, 
who just missed a win here last year, got 
off the line badly and could only work 
his way past Doug Sehl by the finish. 

Roadracer Murray Hoffman showed 
once again that he can ride the dirt, too, 
in the Novice final. The Don Vesco rider 
got off the line like a rocket and led the 
field for the first few laps. It didn’t take 
long, however, for the 
wide-open-around-the-outside-style of 
Steve Eklund to put himself into the 
first spot. Hoffman finished second, just 
ahead of the single of Chuck Miller and 
semi winner Dan McWhorter. 

Tom Berry, after an upset win over 
Skip Aksland in their heat race, fought 
the distance wheel-to-wheel with Walt 
Foster to win the Junior final. Those 
two far outdistanced the rest of the 
field. Skip Aksland rode into third all 
alone. °

Fast rollin’ in Vegas

LAS VEGAS, NEV., OCT. 13 


“You think this is bad, you ought 
te see Aspen,” blasphemed the 
incredible 325-pound fat man at 
my elbow during the riders’ meet- 


ing. The event was the Silver 
Nugget GP, and CMC had found in 
the 1.7 mile, seven-turn Speed- 
rome track something closer to a 
road course than OCIR back in L.A. It 
wasn’t a drag strip and connecting 
roads, an oval, or a straight line freeway 
built for fat men on fat bikes built with 
fat wallets, but it paid money to people 
who knew how to turn motorcycles. 

It’s rare that one takes home Las 
Vegas casino cash, but 20 racers did just 
that with their in-class finishes. The 
nearby Silver Nugget Casino staked a 
$500 jackpot for the first race at the 
Speedrome in years, with maybe more 
to come. 

Ever see a Yamaha 650 win a race? 
Michael Morse shocked everyone by 
blowing off the Cafe Class with his TX 
650. Riding a frame he gusseted and 
strengthened himself, Morse blasted into 
the lead with a wheelie off the grid, 
easily beating the usual Cafe winner 
Lester White and his. overbored Honda 
750 Four. 

Later, in the Open GP race, Morse 
would blow an oil line clean off his 
fork-mounted oil cooler while running 
fifth on the same bike, turning in a 
masterful imitation of an oil rigger 
caught in a gusher. 

Art Friedman has been winning a lot 
of money lately (by club race standards) 
being consistent and not falling down. 
More precisely, he’s won $450 in three 
races by being in the right place when 
faster people fall down. Today, for four 
laps after taking the 125 GP lead on lap 
two, it looked like Art might win one all 
by himself. But alas, Pedro Gallinucci 
(Yam) insisted on working his way from 
third, then blowing by Friedman, then 
stretching it out, and finally crashing in 
the last turn of the last lap. That last 
turn, a slightly downhill, banked, 
right-hander lined with Armco and 
haybales, was a real psycher. Too much 
front brake after a hard dive entering 
put Pedro into the hay and Art into $50 
first place money. 

The 250 GP Junior/Expert race 
wasn’t one of the five drawn as cash 
payers, but to see the dicing you’d think 
it was. Mike Clarke (Yam) led into the

first few turns, with Whitney Blakeslee 
(Yam), Junior Wally Karpynec (Yam), 
and Conrad Urbanowski (H-D) close 
behind. Blakeslee got by Clarke on lap 
three, lost the lead two laps later, but 
kept trying to get by again. He didn’t. 
Urbanowski was right behind all the 
time after passing Karpynec early in the 
race, and, after a gap of several seconds, 
Karpynec held off Ken Gill (Yam). 
Urbanowski lost his chain, and 
Karpynec inherited third. 

The same guys, joined by John Long 
on a 250 Harley borrowed from 
Urbanowski and by Junior Harry 
Klinzmann (Yam), battled in the next 
race, 350 GP. This time it paid money

and this time it was Mike Clarke all the 
way until he ran off the track and 
tripped over. Whitney Blakeslee cashed 
in on first with Klinzmann and Gill, this 
time beating Karpynec. In an amazing 
show, Clarke got his Yamaha running 
again and finished fourth, the last 
paying position. 

Wally Karpynec kept his Suzuki X-6 
in front of everyone during the 250/350 
Production race until the last few laps. 
“I thought I heard a funny noise, and I 
knew I had the 250 class in the bag, so I 
didn’t want to push it. But then it 
sounded OK, so I started pushing it 
again,” Wally reported. 

During the short time Karpynec 
backed off, Robert Lebo and John 
Glover, both on Yamaha 250s, got by. 
But Wally gassed it up again and won 
second overall at the line. Both the 250 
and the 350 classes were money classes. 

Mike Clarke won the Open GP 
Junior/Expert after leading all the way. 
Second into the first turn was Harry 
Klinzmann, with two production bikes 
third and fourth Mike Morse (Yam 
650) and Art Friedman (Kaw 750) 
respectively. Klinzmann lost his chain, 
the GP bikes left the streeters behind, 
Clarke built up an eight second cushion, 
Karpynec moved into third ahead of 
Long and Blakeslee, and the finish 
money went to Clarke, Karpynec, 
Blakeslee and Long after Blakeslee 
briefly bested Karpynec. °

Failing the test 


Now go ahead and have a good 
laugh, but would you believe 
failed my California motorcycl« 
operator license test on my ne 


Honda CB 200, otherwise known 
as Calvin? I think John Rice had 
the biggest laugh because he failed 
his written test first time out, 
boned up on the book overnight and 
passed the next day with glowing colors. 
But let’s face it, when he can’t pass one 
phase and | fail the other with our 
experience, something is wrong. So I 
started doing some research. 

The morning I took my test at the 
Long Beach DMV it was bright and 
early, maybe too bright and early, but 
following instructions I went out to the 
place assigned for the riding test. There 
stood a chap with a 175 Yamaha 
Enduro also waiting for his test so being 
bike riders we naturally exchanged 
pleasantries. 

At Long Beach the test consists of 
riding a serpentine through a row of 
pylons and then doing various size 
circles through another section. Then 
you ride through part of the parking lot 
to prove that you can shift and that’s it. 

First off the inspector showed up 
when the Yammie rider and I were 
discussing the Mickey Mouse aspects of 
the test. I think he heard us. By then a 
Honda 450 and a Suzuki 750 had shown 
up and the inspector said something like 
“Well, I see I’ve got a bunch of bike 
riders on my hands, so get together so I 
can explain all at one time what you 
have to do.” 

The Yamaha went off first and 
naturally passed; they really turn. Then 
came poor old Auntie here. Down the 
serpentine with no sweat but when I got 
into the inner circles or pylons as 
everyone knows, the slower you go the 
heavier the front end of a road bike 
gets. One of my editors who goes like 
hell in any kind.of racing took his test 
on a big Suzuki and agreed that the only 
way he could do it was to hang 
his... er, bottom off and ride it like a 
trials bike. Well, a couple of attempts 
and I knew I wasn’t going to make it. 
My English sense of humor took over 
and I rode back laughing. The other 
men were laughing too. The inspector 
asked how long I'd been riding, seeing as 
how Calvin still wore his paper plate, 
and I know he thought I was putting 
him on when I told him. I was ordered 
into the building to have my picture 
taken and when I came out the two 
with the big bikes weren’t laughing any 
more. They thought the inspector’s 
attitude was unpleasant. We wondered 
how did the guys with choppers do it 
and the Suzuki rider said that one of his 
buddies belongs to a chopper club and 
they had all pooled some money and 
bought the smallest street-legal Honda 
they could use and they all took their 
tests on that! If the State of California 


































































thinks that makes a person qualified t 
ride the street I think they must b 
pretty dumb. 

So, here I am with a learner’s permi 
(now cut out the hysterics!) and I’ 
going to wait out my year and take 'th 
test again. But after some thought ò 
the subject I have considered the fa 
that you can’t fall off too hard in 
parking lot at slow speed, but slow isn 
what we usually ride at, we ride at th 
proper speed on the street. 


I decided that here was meat for 
column so I called the Long Beac 
office of the DMV and spoke with 
very nice man, a Mr. Rule. Wonder ol 
wonders he was very sympathetic anq 
asked that if any bike rider had an 
problems to please let him know or th 
DMV in their area. They are still playing 
the motorcycle bit by ear. What kind o 
records does the office keep on ho 
many fail, I asked. They don’t break i 
down into what type vehicles th 
applicant is driving, just the percentag 
of failures. Could I trailer in a dirt bik 
and take the test on that? Yes, said M 
Rule but check with your local DMV al 
that is an individual decision by eac 
office. Long Beach will allow it. 


Very cordially he asked what 
thought could improve the testing-o 
riders, I said that the test gave n 
indication as to how a rider rides on th 
street in traffic, so he took it too mea 
that I thought the examiners shoul 
have their own bike and follow yo 
along on it. Right! He thought that wa 
a good idea but to myself I wonder ho 
many inspectors can ride and wha 
would the Governor say about buying 
scooters for all the state offices 
Anyway, he stated again that any idea: 
any of us have about the current testing’ 
let the Bureau know. So a tip of thd 
helmet to Mr. Rule. He was polite and 
knew what he was talking about. 


Next I called the Bellflower DM 
office and got one Mr. Smith. They use 
the same test but with no pylons. No 
ten minutes after our conversation hq 
called back and said they had decided t 
use the cones after all, and that al 
through the state the radius in whic 
you have to turn will be the same 
Considerable research has been donq 
with pros in the business including th 
police department and that was the tes 
they came up with. Mr. Smith also saiq 
that like Long Beach they don’t keep 
statistics on the failures but “an awfu 
lot of them pass.” Bellflower will alsd 
allow you to haul in your dirt bike and 
take the test on it. Just think what 4 
ball you can have on a trials machine!

Payne kept right on moving past 
Grafton and Mosier, set his sights on 
Mitch Mayes, knocked Russ Darnell 
down while lapping him, finally caught 
up with Mayes as their momentum 
carried them right up to Jeff Foland. As 
this new three man race burst out onto 
the front straight, Payne got under 
Mayes in the right-hander, passed over 
the second jump, aimed high and cut 
across off the banking, chasing Foland 
up the hill and catching him coming 
down. Mayes passed Foland on the next 
lap, then suddenly DeSoto turned up 
missing. His throttle had come loose on 
the bars, and he stopped at the uphill to 
work it back into place. 

With DeSoto out of the way, Payne 
began closing on Vidic remorselessly, 
took over the lead just before getting 
the white flag by cutting inside him on a 
new berm built up low in the corner as 
the race progressed. 

Jeff Blix pulled a holeshot on the 
second moto, leaving Vidic and the rest 
of the first moto stars bottled up in 
traffic. Blix’s drive would end when a 
flag crew reported him at the top of the 
hill with a broken frame. Vidic lay 
second down the hill and blew by into 
first shortly after. Moates tucked in 
behind him and lasted until a flat tire 
put him out. John DeSoto started to 
move up from 12th by about the fifth 
lap and was soon up behind Rich 
Grafton, who had been circulating in 
second about 10 ticks behind Vidic. 
Mayes slowed and stopped just after the 
halfway sign, and Jeff Foland’s Penton 
started popping out of gear. 

DeSoto finally got into striking 
distance, went high on the banking, 
clipped about 20 feet off Grafton’s lead, 
followed him up the hill and waited 
until next time up the front straight to 
blow by. Grafton tried unsuccessfully to 
force DeSoto high and off line coming 
off the straight onto the banking, but 
couldn’t hold him. Then Rich’s tire 
went flat on the white flag lap. Jim 
Cooke (Kaw) settled into third after 
running a cool, well-paced moto, while 
Billy Payne, who had tossed a chain 
again, worked his way spectacularly up 
to fourth at the finish. 

Payne’s first/fourth gave him second 
overall, while Cooke's consistency 
netted him third, and Grafton (4-10) 
even with his flat tire got fourth. 

In a very relaxed mood after the 
race, Grogg and Grabber said through an 
interpreter that neither they nor Van 
Heugten/Steen Bergen had been 
working up to 100%, rather they had all 
been conserving machine and body for 
the rest of the series, having fun and 
enjoying themselves on a track they 
considered to be fast, smooth, and 
relatively easy, compared to European 
circuits.

To the people we passed it mus{ 
have been eerie, crazy, weird: 
dozen motorcycles whistling si 
lently down the hill, riders al 
tucked in, dead serious concen 
tration on every face. Not tc 
worry, folks, just a few buddieg 
and yours truly engaged in 
downhill coasting race, an exercise i 
total concentration and strict 
self-discipline invented by the cafq 
crowd as an alternative to killing 
ourselves at 100 MPH-plus. Easy on the 
gas, and fun if you don’t crash. Plus we 
can yell at each other in the silence 
punctuated only by chain noise, gentle 
rush of wind, and occasional squeal o 
brakes. 

Road ends with a stop sign and the 
winners wait, for the stragglers. I onl 
know two or three riders by name 
we’re just a dozen guys who met af 
Griffith Park and decided to ride ouf 
the back way to the Rock Stord 
together. We call each other “Yo 
derelict” and “You mo’sickle rowdy,” 
but looking at the faces around me 
only see a few under 30. Most are lined 
weather-hardened around eyes that 
crinkle with a ready smile, faces that tel 
of care, responsibility and intimate love 
of road and wind. The youngest is maybe 
in his early twenties, rides an apparentl 
stock Triumph 750 and is gawd awfu 
fast, with or without the engine on. 

Everything we’ve been doing i 
patently illegal, yet here we are, intact 
smiling, relaxed, free. It’s as if an 
unwritten truce exists — all the cops are} 
down on the fast part of Mulholland 
Highway. No police come here, just u: 
few and a few others like us. The truce] 
makes sense. Down there, they’re doing 
well over 100 MPH in order to really get| 
down and scratch, and there’s enough 
casual car and camper traffic to make 
the vehicle mix dangerous. Up here, al 
350 Ducati is most at home, 80 MPH 
can be touched briefly, but scratching 
through 40 60 MPH change-up| 
corners isthe rule. It’s no fit 
environment for a four-wheeled 
anything, nor for a radio-laden 
Moto-Guzzi. So far, the truce holds. 

We fire up and run fast, single-file 
down to the valley. Turning left at 
Mulholland, we follow a CHP trooper 
on a Guzzi who is in turn shepherding 
about 20 choppers to the Rock Store. 
Dull. As we pull up, there’s two more 
CHP with their lights ‘flashing. They’ve 
nabbed several cafe racers, including a 
John Player Norton, and are busily 
writing. 

In my mind, I want to scream at the 
cops: “My God! Can’t you see what 
you've got here? Look at the greying 
temples, the expensive Ban-Lon_ shirt 
under that tailored leather_jacket. These 
people you’re writing up, none of them 
has less than >a five figure income. 
You’ve stopped a foursome of business- 
men enjoying their Sunday round; of 
social golf. That JPN you're going over 
for petty violations — that’s some man’s 
chrome-plated Super-Whiplash, specially 
balanced Jack Nicklaus replica custom 
set of irons. Can’t you see?” 

I think, Lord help those cops if they 
were raiding a black neighborhood with 
this many people standing around. Yet 
everything’s so peaceful — so civilized. 
A necessary ritual is being performed in 
a country that has mixed-up ideas about 
speed and safety. When it is over, the 
people relax, laugh, joke, and ride away 
in small groups to roads where the truce 
still operates and they can ride free — 
with all the risk that implies.

Russian cycles- 


with or without 
machine gun 
mount

In 1942 the Russians were facing 
one of their greatest challenges. 
The Axis armies held huge sec- 
tions of Soviet territory and gave 
every indication that they would 
be the ultimate victors of what the 
Russians now call the Great Patri- 
otic War. 

The picture at this time, while bleak, 
was not hopeless. Soviet planners had 
made certain strategic moves in the 
previous year that were soon to turn the 
tide of battle. Under their direction 
entire cities were dismantled, loaded on 
trains and moved deep into the Ural 
Mountains. Factories, machinery, 
livestock and people traveled in endless 
columns to carry on the fight for 
Russia’s survival. 

In mid-1942 one of these mountain 
factories began producing the robust 
M-72 motorcycle for military use. At 
the time Soviet designers did not have 
the energy to expend on creative design 
so they borrowed heavily from the 
enemy. The Germans had already 
proved the usefulness of the motorcycle 
in delivering messages and supplies to 
remote areas of the front. They had also 
proved that a large-bore, slow-moving 


engine could give the best service life 
under the rugged wartime conditions. 
While the M-72 is not an exact copy of 
the BMW pre-war R-75 it does bear a 
striking resemblance. 

According to the Imperial War 
Museum, the Russians used many 
foreign supplied motorcycles such as the 
British BSA, Matchless and Velocettes, 
and also used captured German 
motorcycles for which they printed 
their own handbooks in Russian. The 
M-72 appears to be the first 
indigenously designed and 
manufactured motorcycle in the Soviet 
Union. 

The powerplant for the M-72 is a 
746cc L-head four-stroke that produces 
22 bhp. The less than 7:1 compression 
allowed the machine to run on any 
available fuel. The Russians decided not 
to incorporate the German ‘practice of 
hooking up the sidecar wheel to the 
main drive wheel via an axle. 

The three-speed transmission could 
be operated either by a left side foot 
kick-up or a right side hand shift lever. 
The hand shift lever however, was 
primarily intended for placing the 
machine in neutral and not for general 
shifting purposes. 

The sidecar, which sported a machine 
gun mount, could be easily detached by 
removing two 9/16” bolts from the 
braces, disconnecting the two mounting 
clamps and unplugging the tail light wire. 

The entire combination weighed 760 
pounds sans machine gun. Top speed in 
full trim with two passengers was not 
much more than 60 MPH under the best 
road conditions. The 3.75 x 19 tires 
may have proved much too narrow for 
the muddy roads and eventually led to 
the discontinued use of the M-72 -in 
favor of a Jeep-like field car. 

Very few of these machines have 
found their way to the United States. 
One is currently on display at the Cars 
of the Stars Museum in Buena Park, 
California. The U.S. Army captured a 


inumber of them during the Korean War

and shipped one to the Aberdeen 
Proving Ground in Maryland for testing. 
The results of the tests revealed that the 
M-72 was sturdy and well-constructed 
but out of its time as a weapon of war. 
The Russians supplied thousands of 
these machines to the North Koreans. 

Between WW Two and the Korean 
conflict the machine was produced in a 
civilian model known as the K-750. 
Today the machine is again being 
produced in a civilian form but is called 
the Ural-3, Model M-66. The modern 
version sports a 649cc OHV engine that 
produces 35 bhp. The factory 
guarantees a top speed of 65 MPH with 
sidecar, and 63 miles per gallon at a 
constant speed of 37 MPH. 

While far from pretty, and while 
perhaps not original in design the M-72 
was a well-built machine. Considering 
the difficult times in which it was born 
it really should be considered ‘a 
remarkable machine, °

Barstow to Vegas Hare and Hound 


affects 


every motorcycle rider 


whether he rides desert, enduros, 


motocross, scrambles, or TT. 
About May of this year, the guys 
in my club started making noises 
about riding Barstow to Vegas. 


“Count me in,” I said. About August we 
started getting serious about it and also 
started our preparations. We had 
meetings, sent off our entries, and made 
hotel reservations. Since we were an 
enduro club, we weren’t very 
experienced in making plans for pitting 
desert races, etc. Only a few of our 
riders had ever ridden the Barstow to 
Vegas Hare and Hound before. 

Then it was time to get the old 
scooter in shape. Tore my trusty 
XL-250 down and put new valves (Yes, 
two-stroke lovers, valves.) and rings in. I 
put on a new side case and new cables. 
Didn’t want to break half-way to Vegas, 
did I? Even went overboard and 
changed the fork oil. 

Come race weekend we had nine 
enduro/desert racers on hand to tackle 
the world’s biggest Hare and Hound. 
Also we had our pit crews ready — 
wives, friends and assorted non-riding 
club members. They even looked 
organized. A run out to the bomb 
showed there were going to be a lot of 
get-offs. BLM made the SGVMC change 
the bomb run at the last minute and it 
wasn’t the best. We went to sign up and 
picked up our tank cards- and super 
participant hats. Friday night campfire, 
a lot of bench racing, millions of pit 
racers (What about the dire warning 
about disqualification in the riders’ 
instructions?) and, finally, off to bed. A 
restless night’s sleep, then up at 4:30 
a.m. It was cold...very cold. Come on, 
pit crews, get up. You have to get going 
before the massive traffic jam develops. 
Groans. But finally our pit crews leave 
and we are on our own. 

At the start, nerves are on edge. Not 
only butterflies in my stomach, feels 
like a couple of bats, too. 

We checked out the sidehacks. Those 
guys are crazy. Finally it was time for 
the Expert/Amateur start so we split on 
over to watch, The tension was hanging 
in the air. Unreal! The banner went up 
and slowly the engines died until the 
only sound was the helicopter hovering 
over the bomb to take pictures and a 
couple of light planes circling overhead. 

Everybody’s breath was held, the 
banner dropped, 2000 motorcycles 
exploded off the line and in a few short 
seconds you couldn’t see anything as 
the dust built up into a huge cloud. 
People who have never seen the start of 
a Barstow to Vegas were going bananas. 
The guy next to me was in his first 
desert race and he was now in a state of 
shock. Then it was the Novices’ turn as 
they scrambled «for start positions. 
Hands were up to get tank cards 
marked. A long wait followed by a false 
start as half the line took off! They 
didn’t go far before they realized it and 
came back before they were 
disqualified. Boy, were they jumpy! 

We were supposed to go at 9 a.m. but 
were delayed. The waiting was rough. 
All of us in my club had decided to wait 
until the first wave left and the dust 
settled before we took off. We didn’t 
want to get off in the dust, figuring it 
was a long 170 miles to Vegas and we 
could cool it for a while. Finally the 
banner dropped and another 1500 riders 
headed out for the long haul to Vegas. 
As planned, we waited and then took 





off rather slowly to catch the fray. I 
started to pass riders almost 
immediately. By the time I got to the 
bomb and turned right onto the trail I 
had passed quite a few. I tried to stay 
on the course but the dust was so 
horrible it was impossible. I was afraid 
someone was going to punch me from 
the rear if I slowed down and I was 
afraid. I would run over someone if I 
didn’t. 

At times, the dust cleared a little and 
there were riders on each side of me for 
a couple of hundred yards! Cruising 
along, cooling it, I saw the rock just an 
instant before I set sail over the 
handlebars. It was big. I remember 
flying through the air with enough time 
to hope there wasn’t a rock where I was 
going to hit, Thump, roll, roll, roll, 
moan. Am I still in one piece? Yeah, I 
guess. Can’t find anything hurt. That’s 
good. What about my bike? It’s on its 
side and still running. Survey the 
damage. Hmm, the front fender isn’t 
unbreakable after all. Got to write 
American Honda about that. Let’s see, 
what else? The silencer is broken half 
off, no big thing. I take off in a totally 
different frame of mind. Even cooling it 
doesn’t mean nothing can happen. Got 
to really watch it. 

What’s this ahead? A hill? Yeah, a 
good enduro hill! Now here is where we 
figured we would make up time on the 
desert racers as us enduro riders were 
used to nasty type hills and such, I 
picked an open line and zap, right up to 
the top. Passed a lot of riders there. All 
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right! Aha, a good, soft, rocky downhill, 
just as good as an uphill. Thank you San 
Gabriel Valley M.C. Some guys were 
just sitting there, staring, watching 
riders fall down the hill. Let me 
through, let me through. OK, down I 
go. Found out something else broke in 
my previous crash: my front brake 
cable. 

Now a lot of riders don’t like to use 
their front brake but I use it a lot, 
especially on downhills. Not knowing 
my front brake was useless produced 
my second crash of the day and I had 
only gone 20 miles. I flopped over and 
ate some dirt along with the rest of the 
crowd. 


Cussing and struggling, I finally got 
my foot out from under the bike and 
bulldogged it the rest of the way down 
the hill. Our sweepers said when they 
came through later there were still all 
kinds of riders on that hill. 


Flashbacks of the rest of the section: 
lots of sand and rocks, the most 
godawful powder dry lake I have ever 
had the misfortune to encounter and, 
finally, Gas Check 1 where my crack 
inexperienced pit crew was eagerly 
waiting to pounce upon me, For their 
first time they did pretty damn good. 
Got me in and out fairly fast. 


Second section. It was now obvious 
that the SGVMC club didn’t like all 
those finishers from last year and were 
going to weed out a lot:of riders in the 
first couple of sections. There were 
riders strung out all along the trail. Out 
on Soda Dry Lake (Which wasn’t too 
dry due to the rains.) there was some 
poor guy stuck in mud up to his tank. It 
might even still be there. My trusty 
enduro steed was running strong. Lots 
of whoop-dee-doos, more sand and dust. 
I’m feeling fairly good, not too tired. 
Aha, there’s Pit 2. No, it’s the alternate. 
Pit 2 is 11 more miles to go. Up a 
winding canyon still wet from the rain. 
Bitchin’ traction, no dust and I’m 
having a ball. r 


There’s Pit 2. My wife is here 





jumping up and down. Shirley is also 
jumping up and down. Shirley is 
supposed to be taking movie films. 
Should be interesting movies. Get 
gassed, chain lubed, a kiss from my frau 
and off for the second half of the race. 
Whoever laid out the next section 
deserves a medal for the best Hare and 
Hound course of the year. It was just 
superb. Up an out-of-sight mining road 
into the hills. Look, trees! This is a 
desert race? 

I’m not complaining and having the 
time of my life. My bike may not be the 
ultimate desert racer but oh, does it 
handle on those fireroads! I zapped a lot 
of bikes here. I was glad at this point I 
had decided to keep my field jacket on, 
as it was getting downright chilly. It 
looked like rain or even snow, I pitied 
all the guys in their nylon lightweight 
racing jerseys. They were freezing their 
asses off. 


At the top of the climb disaster 
struck! My rear tire was flat! Damn. I 
pulled off the trail and unpacked my 
pressurized super-duper tire repair can, 
filled up my tire with sealing foam and 
took off down a very tight canyon. A 
lot of places it was strictly a one man 
trail. If the guy in front of you went 

-slow, you went slow. Some riders had a 
rough time getting down. Come on out 
and ride an enduro some time. It’s good 
practice for courses like this. 


I got to the bottom and the tire was 
flat again. Double damn! Maybe that 
goo was birth control foam after all. 
State Line can’t be too far; got to make 
it. Off in the distance I can see the dry 
lake and the pits. I limped in and 
instead of replacing the tube, I made a 
fatal mistake. We put some more foam 
in the rear tire. It sure looked like we 
had it fixed with only 45 more miles to 
go. 

The tire goes flat again out of State 
Line. Well, it’s a six ply tire and maybe I 
can make it all the way in. It’s rough in 
the whoop-dee-doos, squirrelly on the 
fire roads, but quite livable in the sand 


washes. I hit a check and ask how much 
farther. 25 miles. Arghhhhh! Come on 
tire, stay on! Two riders from my club 
pass me, td’s glad to pass me. We have a 
$10 bet on. But we know who’s faster, 
don’t we, Ed? 

The tire finally comes off the rim 
and I come to a screeching halt. Not 
now, with only about 20 miles to go. I 
go to work on the tire, tying bungie 
cords around it, anything to keep going, 
I want to finish. It’s so close. Another 
mile and it comes off again. I want to 
cry but decide to ride until I can’t go 
any farther. I limp into the highway 
crossing with darkness closing in. “How 
much further?” I ask the flagmen. 
Eighteen miles. Eighteen miles. Hang it 
up, I’ll never make it before dark. I 
want to finish but don’t want to kill 
myself. The tube is all wrapped up in 
the sprocket now, anyway. 

Finally the sweepers come through 
and take my tank card in order to relay 
on to my crew where I am. A rider from 
the Invaders M.C. was also broken down 
at the same spot. Since it was getting 
cold and dark; we decided to round up 
some wood for a fire when up drives a 
pickup to pick him up. I would like to 
thank them for also hauling me 
in...thank you. 

The finish lime was absolutely a 
madhouse. I couldn’t find anyone. I 
wasn’t the only one. After a couple of 
hours, my wife showed up. She was out 
looking for me. We crossed in the night 
and all that. Tired, hungry and 
disgusted, we loaded the bike and 
headed into Las Vegas to check into our 
hotel. 

We walked into the hotel all 
grime-covered, dusty, beard crusted 
with dirt and mud, looking like death 
warmed over. There are all those nicely 
dressed people in their furs, suits, etc. 
checking me out. I wave to them and 
smile with dirt-encrusted teeth showing. 
Las Vegas, here I am! 

A long, hot shower and I was feeling 
better. Let’s see, next year make sure I 
have a new tire on, two rim locks and...,

Gary Bailey’s 
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Part 3: Setting up your motorcycle for racing 


ou are already racing perhaps, 

or you are ready to start, so it’s 

obvious that you know how to 

ride a motorcycle and you know 
some things about taking care of it. I’m 
going to assume that you don’t already 
consider yourself an expert in either 
category — that is racing and setting up 
your bike for racing. So I’m going to 
cover some basic things about the 
motorcycle now and some basic things 
about racing later. These things will set 
the stage for the more advanced stuff 
that will also be covered. 

When I look at a new group of 
students I sometimes think about how 
many motorcycles the average beginning 
MX racer may have owned up to this 
point and how he got started riding. 
Most have owned and ridden only a few 
bikes and got started riding on a 
minibike of some kind or a 
small-displacement trail bike. 

When you got on that first 
motorcycle you ever owned, every thing 
on it was right as far as you were 
concerned. You learned to ride it, 
adapted your riding style to whatever 
the performance level of the machine 
was, and just had a lot of fun with it. At 
that stage of development most riders 
never think about changing the 
motorcycle to suit them better or to 
perform better and they usually don’t 
know if their scooter is even a good one 
or not. It’s theirs and they like it. 

If you fit this pattern and remember 
what it was like, ask yourself if you had 
enough knowledge and experience at 
that time to worry about good control 
and the things that give you good 
control. Most riders at that stage in a 
career don’t think much about tire 
pressure, or suspension, or handlebars, 
or where the controls are located. 

Then one day you ride another 
motorcycle and find that it’s a little 
better. Maybe the handlebars are set 
better and you find that you have more 
control over the bike, or the suspension 
is better so you don’t get pounded so 
much. When you get back on the bike 
you have been accustomed to riding, 
you start looking at it differently. Then 
you can see things that need improving 
or changing so it is a better machine for 
you. 

That process never stops, even if you 
are on your fiftieth motorcycle. You 
learn something from all of them and 
from the additional expense in riding as 
you go along. This kind of steady 
improvement in bikes and riding 
techniques has led to the top 
motorcycles and riders we have today. 
But that does not mean something 
better won’t come along next week and 
then we will all have one more thing to 
learn and apply. à 

Motorcycles of various brands are 
different, riders are different, and riding 
styles are not all the same, so it is not 
possible for anybody to tell you exactly 
how to set up your motorcycle so it will 
be perfect. There is some trial and error 
involved until you find out what’s best 
for you. 

Today your attitude is probably 
something like, “How can I adjust and 
set up my bike so I can win races on 
it?” That’s probably a lot different than 


20 when you were on your first motorcycle 





and thought it was perfect as it stood. 

What we are going to do now is go 
over how to set up your bike and what 
to do through experimenting and testing ` 
to get it right for you. 

Handlebars 

As you will see, you do a lot more 
with the bars than just steer the bike. 
Their width and placement affects how 
well you can control the motorcycle, 
your comfort and endurance in a long 
heat, and even how well you can get 
your weight up on the front end so you 
have good control in the corners. 

The only adjustment, other than 
changing the width, is to rotate the bar 
in the clamps that hold it onto the 
motorcycle. Rotating it to the rear does 
several things all at once. It moves the 
hand grips back toward you, it usually 
moves the grips down nearer the 
ground, and if there is some sweep-back 
then it also causes the grips to tilt more 
toward the ground. 

With this fore-and-aft rotation you 
have to get a good setting and if you

can’t, then you have to figure out 


. what’s wrong and buy another set of 


bars that will be right for you. 

The thing that’s most often said 
about adjusting the bars is that you 
should be able to sit on the motorcycle 
close your eyes, reach naturally out for 
the bars, and they will be right there. I 
say that myself sometimes but it’s one 
of those sayings that is both correct and 
not correct depending on other things. 

If you have been riding a bike that is 
set up properly for you, then you have 
learned where the bars should be. If you 
then get on another motorcycle and 
want to make a quick test to see if the 
placement of the bars is OK, then you 
can do that trick with your eyes closed. 
You depend on your memory of how 
your regular bike feels to tell you if this 
one is set up the same way. 

If you have been riding a bike that 
was set up wrong, then you are 
naturally going to reach for the wrong 
location when you close your eyes. If 
the new bike has the bars right there 
you may be tempted to say, “Hot dog, 
this one is just right for me.” It won’t 
be of course, so that’s why the 
eyes-closed rule doesn’t apply to 
everybody and certainly doesn’t apply 
to beginners or people who are not 
accustomed to riding a machine set up 
for motocross. 











So let’s forget about that eyes-closed 
rule for the time being and get on with 
what the bars are actually supposed to 
do for you — which will tell you where 
they are supposed to be. 

On a motocross bike, the bars should 
be set low enough and far enough 
forward so you can easily get your 
weight on top of them and push down 
on the front wheel. That rules out any 
kind of high-rise handlebar. 

In teaching the right way to make 
starts, I use the expression “do a push-up 
on the bars” which means exactly that. 
You will carry most of your weight on 
the handlebars by getting forward over 
them and it will feel like you are doing a 
push-up. You can tell when the amount 
of rise and the position of the bar is 
correct by checking to see if you can 
comfortably get up over them. 

A lot of bars have too much 
sweep-back at the grips. You can doa 
simple experiment to see what is about 
right. Hold your hands out in the air in 
front of you, with your hands closed 
and the backs of your hands parallel 
with the ground. 

If you are in a natural position with 
your elbows slightly bent, then that is 
about the way your hands should be on 
the bike. Now look at your hands and 
you can see how much the bars should 
be swept back so the grips would go 
right through your closed fist and each 
finger makes contact. It isn’t a very 
large angle, is it? Maybe ten or fifteen 
degrees, or a little more. 

That is important to you in selecting 
the width of your bars. Stock bars come 
anywhere from about 31 inches wide to 
about 37 inches, which are really a pair 
of longhorns. 

There is a relationship between bar 
width and sweep-back which you can 
also see just by holding your hands out 
again and imagining you are gripping on 
a set of handlebars. Notice that if the 
bars are very wide, they have to have a

lot of sweep or you can’t grip them 
comfortably. Move your hands closer 
together and the amount of sweep that 
feels natural becomes smaller and also 
your hands move over in front of your 
shoulders so they can help you do the 
steering. 

The result is that you can actually 
steer better and have more control with 
fairly narrow bars which are flat and 
low, and don’t have a lot of sweep or 
tilt. 

I used to use 34-inch bars but about 
a year ago I cut them down to 32 








inches. They look narrow to some 
people but if you try it that way, you 
will never go back to a set of longhorns 
on your bike. They give you good 
control and a comfortable wrist 
position. 

That gives you some advantage on 
the starting line and in traffic. If your 
bars are fairly narrow you have much 
less chance of ‘locking bars with 
somebody and getting into a big crash 
when you should be racing. If there is a 
fence or a post by the track, you can get 
a little closer to it than the other riders, 
which can give you a smoother line. 

The way you set up your bike can 
change as your riding ability changes. 
It’s possible that when I first started 
racing I could not have used 32 inch 
bars very well because I didn’t have the 
technique of control worked out the 
way I have it today and the way I teach 
it to other riders. With this technique I 
can now get control using proper bars, 
set right, even if they are narrow. You'll 
be able to do that too. 

If you imagine a set of bars being 
rotated forward then, at some point, the 
hand grips become parallel with the 
ground. That is as far forward as you 
should ever put your bars. If you rotate 
them forward more than that, the hand 
grips get tilted up so your little finger is 
higher in the air than your index finger. 
This is very uncomfortable and you 
can’t ride that way. 

We describe setting of the bars where 
the grips are parallel with the ground as 
being “straight up” and as mentioned 
that is the limit of forward rotation. 
You can use the straight-up position, or 
you can pull the bars closer to you than 
that. 

When the shape of the bars is correct, 
and you have them positioned correctly, 
then when you are standing on the pegs 
you will be supporting part of your 
body weight by pushing down on the 
bars. When you are sitting, you should 
be able to reach out and grab the bars in 
a natural position of your body. If the 
bars feel like they are pushing you back 
on the seat or causing you to lean back 
from your waist, they are too close to 
you. If you are in doubt, start with the 
bars a little bit forward rather than 
back. Then as you ride and develop 
your ability you can continue to 
experiment with handlebar position 
until you get it just right for you. 

Here’s an idea that is important. It’s 
hard to put in words and hard for some 
people to make the distinction between 
riding and racing, so I work on the idea 
a lot in my lectures. We have to agree on 
the meaning of some words. 

A person who rides the motorcycle 
around is a person who just sits on it, 
points. the front wheel in the direction 
he wants to go and turns the throttle on 
— that’s riding the motorcycle. We are 
not even going to use the word riding 
when we are talking about racing. 

We use the word driving because. the 
meaning of that word comes closer to 
the idea of racing on a motorcycle than 
any other word I know of. 

When you are really serious about 
what you are doing, and working at it 
hard, you wil drive the motorcycle. 
When you go into a comer you don’t 
want the front end to wash out and go 
out from under you. You are going to 
take it in there hard and drive it into the 
corner, and you are going to drive it out 
of the corner. When you want the front 
end to hold traction, you get right up 
there on top of it and drive it down 
against the surface. When yoù are 
stopping the motorcycle so you can 
make a turn, your stopping ability is 
mainly in the front wheel’ and it 
increases when you get your weight up 
there and drive that wheel down into 
the ground so the tire can spread out 
and dig in and work for you. 

This is really a commentary on two 
aspects of racing: the technique and the 
philosophy of it. The word drive, in its 


load sense, means force and power and 
ction and thrust. When you are up 
er your motorcycle and you are 

iving it that way out on a track with a 
nch of other guys it’s an entirely 
fferent feeling. Compare it to the rider 
th some swept-back bars; he sits back 
ere on the seat and expects the 
otorcycle to do it all. If you ever feel 
e you are riding your motorcycle out 
ere on the track, you are not really 
ving. You are not really trying to get 
around the race track quickly. 

As you can see, setting of the 
ndlebars is one of the most important 
ings on your race bike even though it 
oks like a very simple thing and 
bthing to bother with very much. It 
Il actually have a very great influence 

your ability to control your 
lotorcycle and get around the track 
ickly. ‘ 

Because you are used to the setting, 
bur present bars probably feel OK to 
bu right now. With the guidelines we 
ve discussed, such as simply observing 
e position of your hands when you 
e reaching forward normally, yow can 
ll by looking that some handlebars are 
bt suitable for motocross. If your bars 
ok OK by those standards, then it 
jay just be a matter of getting them set 
ght for you. Don’t assume that what 
pu are now using is OK until you have 
ned other settings. Rotate the bars 
rward a little and then back a little 
d ride a while each way. Pretty soon 
bu will be able to figure out the setting 
hich helps you have good control and 
Ips you get around the track quickly. 
en you have done this, you will find 
at the results are well worth the little 
t of time and thought you have put 
to the problem.

Also, if the lever does 
ot fit snugly up against the side of the 
gine case it,is taking up room where 
you need to put your foot and it can get 
In your way. You want to wind up with 
e shift lever and the foot brake lever 
ucked in against the side of the engine.

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You have to use the levers when you 
are sitting and also when you are 
standing. You will be able to make an 
adjustment that works well either 
way. 


CZ team one time and noticed that 
every one of them had about half of the 
shifter pedal cut off and the arm bent in 
against the side of the engine. You want 
enough pedal on the end so you can 
work it reliably with your boot, but no 
more than that. 

With all that done, you can reinstall 
the shift lever by sliding it on the shaft 
so the splines engage. It will only go on 
with the splines fitting together but you 
can put it on in any position where the 
splines will allow it. Let’s say this gives 
you a choice of three positions: too 
high, too low, and just right. 

You can’t tell just by looking at it 
what is right because it depends on the 
location of the foot peg and other 
things such as how fat your foot is. You 
want it so you can slip your toe under it 
and lift up or put your foot on top of it 
and push down, all without moving 
your boot off the peg, and all while you 
are standing up. You may have to test 
two or three position before you find 
the one that is best. 

Also you want the shift lever set so it 
never gets below your frame. If your 
shift lever is hanging down lower than 
the frame, it’s possible to get leaned 
over enough on a hard fast berm so it, 
gets nudged by the surface and slipped 
into a neutral. All things considered, it’s 
much better to keep the shift lever up 
above the bottom of the frame where it 
has some protection. 

Brake-pedal location 

The same basic ideas apply to the 
brake pedal. You want it tucked in, not 
too wide, and set so it never gets below 
the frame even under full braking. And 
also you have to be able to get on it 
with your foot when you are standing 
on the pegs, without taking your foot 
off the peg. You never do have to get 
under the lever and lift up on it, so it is 
just a matter of setting it so you can get 
your toe around it, or past it, and then 
bring your foot down on top of it. 

Ive seen riders come out with the 
rear brake set so loose and the pedal 
hanging down so far that the only 
stopping power they had was the result 
of their toes digging into the ground 
when they thought they were putting 
on the rear brake. 

The travel of the pedal from the rest 
position to full on should be about one 
and a quarter inch. If it has more throw 
than that, there’s something wrong with 
your motorcycle — either your brake 
mechanism or the way you have it 
adjusted. With that amount of travel, 
the pedal should not go below the 
bottom tube on your frame. Depending 
on where your foot peg is, that setup 
may seem to put the pedal a little high 
but it is usually no problem just to rock 
your foot up a little bit and then push 
down on the brake. 

When you get the rest position of the 
pedal right, then you take up slack until 
the throw is about right also. If that 
doesn’t work, check out your brakes for 
worn linings or some other problem. 





Suspension 

A lot of beginning riders don’t think 
of suspension as an adjustment but in 
fact it is probably the most important 
part of setting up your motorcycle so 
you can do well on it. You may see a 
top rider winning races on a Maico or 
Suzuki or a Bultaco and it may look 
exactly like the bike you ride. So you 
think there is no reason you can’t go 
out and start winning because you have 
the same machine. : 

The winning riders have learned how 
to set up the entire motorcycle — 
including the suspension — so it fits 
them and their style of riding. It may 
make no difference in external 
appearance but it sure does make a 
world of difference in handling and 
performance. 

People come to my schools and bring 
along motorcycles that they have 
hopped up, or maybe they paid some 
well-known tuner to go through the 
engine to get more power. The engine 
may be really strong but the rest of the 
motorcycle just isn’t right for any kind 
of serious racing. A person just starting 
out probably cannot even use all the 
power in the stock engine so looking for 
more power is looking in the wrong 
place. 

I’m going to go through the 
suspension elements of a bike to give 
you an idea of what your suspension 
should be doing for you, how it should 
feel and react when you are racing, and 
what to do about it if it isn’t right. 

Every motorcycle is designed at the 
factory for some particular kind of 
riding and it is designed with some size 
and shape of rider in mind. If you have 
a machine which is intended for MX 
then the chances are it will do that job 
pretty well if you are exactly like the 
rider it was built for in the first place. 
That is very unlikely. 

There is no motorcycle made that 
you can buy off the showroom floor 
which will be right for everybody. When 
you accept that idea and act 
accordingly, you have taken a big step 
toward winning races. 

I worked for the British Greeves 
factory for about four years, most of 
the time here in the United States. Near 
the end of that time, the factory started 
producing a new model, the Greeves 
Griffin, which was really a fantastic 
motorcycle for that day. The factory 
wanted me to come over there to look 
the new model over and test it for the 
U.S. market, so I got on a plane and 
went over there. 

I was pleased with everything about 
it until I took the motorcycle out on a 
track and rode it hard. I couldn’t keep 
the back end down. It was constantly 
hopping up and down and moving 
around in the air all the time so I never 
could really get control of the 
motorcycle and get power to the ground 
or use the back brake to get stopped. I 
took off the rear springs and put them 
on a tester and it turned out they were 
90-pound springs. 

I replaced them with 60-90 units 
which give only 60 pounds force when 
they first start compressing and then 
give 90 pounds of force after you use up 
about one-third of the travel. That fixed 
the motorcycle for me and I brought 
one back to the States and started 
winning races with it. 

The factory at that time had three 
riders. The lightest one of them weighed 
185 pounds and the heaviest was about 
210 pounds. For those big guys the stiff 
springs were OK and that’s what they 
were winning races with in England. At 
that time I weighed about 165 or 170 
pounds and those springs were entirely 
too stiff for me — they just wouldn’t 
work, 

My son is racing now and he weighs 
about 90 pounds. If he gets on my 
motorcycle he will have the same 
problem. The rear springs would have to 
be made lighter for him. - 





You want to get your suspension as 
soft as you possibly can, just so it 
doesn’t bottom out frequently over a 
real fast jump. 

All suspensions have two parts: a 
spring and some kind of hydraulic 
damper. At the rear the spring normally 
surrounds the damper and sometimes 
the assembly is called a shock absorber. 
The shock absorber is really the 
telescoping- unit inside the spring but it 
doesn’t matter much as long as we know 
what we are talking about. At the front, 
in a modern telescoping fork the 
springs are on the inside and the damper 
is also on the inside. Both functions are 
there . . . same as at the back end. 

The original purpose of suspension 
was to reduce the jolts a rider or 
passenger in a vehicle gets from surface 
irregularities. If you have ever been 
aboard a vehicle without any 
suspension, you know the problem. The 
springs solve this problem all by 
themselves. If a motorcycle with springs 
runs a wheel over a ledge, the wheel will 
move up and compress the spring. At 
that point the chassis hasn’t moved yet. 
Then the spring starts to expand and 
that raises up the chassis or frame of the 
vehicle. The spring expands and lifts up 
the vehicle slower than the bump would 
have, so the rider feels less of a jolt. 

The problem that resulted from using 
springs to do this was that the vehicle 
would just keep on bouncing like a pogo 
stick. So shock absorbers, or dampers, 
were developed and installed to put 
some friction into the system. The 
friction in the damper uses up some 
energy every time the spring moves and 
therefore the vehicle stops bouncing up 
and down more quickly. If you have a 
shock with a high ‘amount of internal 
friction, the motorcycle will not bounce 
up and down on the springs at all. After 
going over a bump, the bike will rise up 
slowly and then come back down to its 
normal position with no more vertical 
movements from that particular bump. 

In modern racing vehicles — either 
automobiles or motorcycles — there is 
less emphasis on designing the 
suspension system for rider comfort and 
more emphasis on getting a suspension 
to keep the tires on the surface as much 
of the time as possible. This calls for a 
very supple suspension with springs and 
dampers as soft as the terrain and your 
riding speed will allow. 

If you have.a real stiff suspension 
your wheels are bouncing around all the 
time and it seems like the motorcycle 
wants to be in the air more than on the 
ground. You have to get the wheels on 
the ground to do anything on a 
motorcycle — brake, accelerate, or turn.

Feds turn their back 
on small business 


OSHA woes 


Motorcycle dealers, probably 
without knowing it, lost a skir- 
mish in Congress over application 
of the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA). Under this law, 
OSHA investigators can come into any 
business and begin writing the 
management up for equipment 
“violations” for which the business may 
be liable for fines up to $1000 a crack. 
Most of the megabuck corporations are 
moving, amid massive delaying actions, 
to comply with the workplace safety 
standards, passing the cost on down the 
line. Small businessmen, caught with 
their cash flow down, haven’t been so 
fortunate. 


Amid rising complaints from small 
business constituents, a Senate 
committee met to consider OSHA 
amendments, one of which would have 
cut off funds for inspection and citation 
of firms employing 25 people or less. 
The committee killed that one and, 
later, an amendment that would have 
exempted firms with 10 workers or less 
was killed on the floor.

across the hills of Flowery Branch, 
Georgia as Roger DeCoster won 
the 96 Rock presents — the Cycle 
News Trans-AMA motocross. 
DeCoster, who easily won the 
opening moto, had a full 40 minute plus 
two lap fight on his hands in the second 
round with German Maico works rider 
Adolf Weil, but took the win for his 
second overall victory ‘in three 
Trans-AMA races. Weil, whose pair of 
second placings netted him second 
overall, might have been the winner had 
not a crucial mistake in the closing 
minutes cost him the victory. Jim 
Pomeroy, charging like a demon, picked 





off third overall; the only American in 
the top six spots. Willi Bauer and Bengt 
Aberg filled out the top five places. 

Jim West, Steve Stackable and Bengt 
Aberg had streaked by leading another 
20 or so riders when, near the back of 
the pack a rider nicked Vic Allen 
sticking the throttle on Allen’s Bultaco 
and causing a first turn pile up at the 
start that changed quite a few fortunes. 
Allen and Hakan Andersson were the 
immediate casualties, although neither 
required medical attention. Also caught 
in the pile up were Brad Lackey and 
Hans Maisch, who lost time restarting, 
plus Jim Pomeroy who avoided killing 
his engine but had to run through a 
maze to keep from going down. Adolf

Weil was plagued with a bad start. 

Jim West, still leading near the end of 
the third lap, had his high hopes come 
to a screeching halt as his engine seized, 
allowing Aberg to take over the lead. 
West bumped his engine to life but it 
only lasted a few laps before he retired 
to the pits for a quick repair job. Aberg, 
looking strong, held the point for a lap 
before getting off on the fast jump 
before the initial uphill section of the 
course. It was all DeCoster needed as he 
took the lead and the cushion that the 
front running trio had built in the 
opening laps. It was Roger’s show from 
there on but behind him the scenario 
was changing fast. Ake Jonsson, about 
six seconds down at this point was 
second but feeling pressure from 
Karsmakers, Bauer and Weil; a trio that 
had been charging through the pack.

Pomeroy, 
Mike Runyard, Tony DiStefano, Hans 
Maisch and Brad Lackey were finally 
free of their traffic and, one by one, 
moving up through lapped or slower 
riders. Pomeroy put in the hardest 
charge moving into fourth place with

Not too far 
behind was Jim Pomeroy riding on the 
thin edge also but with a more 
controlled style that made his 
hair-raising speed not as ‘evident as 
Weil’s. Fuel starvation in the final laps 
was the only item that slowed Pomeroy 
and then only on the jumps as the 
Bultaco would sputter on landing; there 
was about a half teacup left in his tank 
after the race. 

Weil closed, then lost ground, then 





closed again on Roger as the crowd 
cheered madly at the spectacle. Finally 
Weil got by, taking DeCoster as the pair 
came“off a jump on the front downhill 
section only to lose the lead and the 
race a short half lap later. DeCoster, 
mentioning Weil’s edge-of-danger style, 
says Adolf was riding just too fast to 
make the corner where he swung wide 
(in front of his mechanics) and slowed 
before resuming the race. Weil, on the 
other hand, says he mistook his 
mechanic’s signals to slower riders. to 
move over and pulled off before 
realizing their real meaning. In any case 
Weil, peering through bloodshot eyes 
after the race, shrugged his shoulders at 
the incident. 

DeCoster’s victory was bitter-sweet 
without the satisfaction of beating 
Mikkola. Roger, without mentioning the 
fact, would like very much to defeat 
Heikki in the series and avenge the loss 
of his World Championship crown.

Marty had to work for his second 
moto win as he was bunched in a pack 
around eighth place on the opening lap 
while John Savitski took the lead 
followed by Bob Plumb and Terry 
Clark. By the halfway point Turner had 
taken over the lead with Plumb second,

Ray Hinson 
one-points D-36 
enduro, 96 miles 

of nearly everything

DEER CREEK, CAL., OCT. 13 

The Sonora Pass M.C. presented 
another fine enduro last Sunday 
and judging by the results quite a 
few good riders showed up and 
did their thing to near perfection. 
250 A rider Ray Hinson won 
overall with only one point pen- 
alty. 

The first five miles of the course ran 
smooth and fast at a 24 MPH average 
until the road ended and the red arrows 
pointed to a stony ridge alongside of 
which a narrow trace had been 
threaded. Handlebars got hung up in the 
close-packed pucker brush, front ends 
jolted out of control on the rocks and a 
few riders found themselves bouncing 
down the ridge to lose time and energy 
working their way back up. 





The course soon switched onto a 
series of hiking paths and old railway 
right-of-ways which were intersected 
every few miles by erosion cut-outs. 
These brought the riders to lockup stops 
to avoid crashing into the deep drop- 
offs. At one point the course crossed a 
railway trestle which winged out along 
the side of a cliff that seemed a 
thousand feet high. Two-by-fours laid 
end-to-end across the beams provided a 
mighty slim path to stay on. 


In a few more miles the riders hit the 
gas stop and took a mandatory half- 
hour -break before riding off on the 
second loop. This second loop was a 
road run for the most part, but thë dust 
made riding difficult and sometimes a 
little bit dangerous as evidenced by the 
number of riders who missed the sharp 
turns and ran off the road in the thick 
haze. Finally the road run ended at the 
base of a hill which riders were 
struggling frantically to ascend. Bikes 
lay to either side of the rut that led up 
to the top. You might make the hill but 
more than likely the guy or girl in front 
of you would bog down and soon you 
would join the others in push-and-shove 
and slip-and-slide in the loose dirt. If 
you made the hill and still had the 
energy to stay on the bike, you were 
home free, because the finish line was 
only ten easy miles away. The enduro 
ended at about ninety-six miles and the 
weary riders who had made the grade

The CERA Fool’s Gold Enduro, 


since its inception five years ago, 
has consistently been one of the 


best (and several 


of the California enduros. Riders 
are beginning to catch on, and this 
year the Fool’s Gold had a record 
entry of 600, even though it was 
held on the same day as the famous 
Cowbell and a popular two-day trail 
ride. This year, though, most riders had 
a somewhat less-than-great ride due to 
an incredible number of unrelated, but 
all thoroughly miserable, circumstances. 

This year’s Fool’s Gold was slightly 
longer than usual, 134 miles, rather than 
the normal 90-110 miles. It was broken 


‘into three loops of near-equal length. 


There were 12 speed changes ranging 
from nine to 27 MPH. A lot of new 
territory was added, but most of the 
“old favorite” trails were retained. 
There was still an interesting ride along 
an abandoned railway and the run 
finished with the well-remembered 
logging flume of last year, only this time 
there was no water in it. “But all the 





times, the best) 


rocks are still there!” promised CERA 
prez Don Stewart. 

A new feature this year was a 
club-constructed bridge in the shadow 
of a railroad trestle. Railroad trestles 
usually span gorges, and this one was no 
exception. The club built the bridge 
over the most dangerous part so no one 
would get killed, but that still left some 
pretty steep slopes on either side. Under 
the best of circumstances it would have 
been a very tough run. a 

The first real calamity was that there 
has been no rain yet this season. All the 
northern clubs get into a ticklish area in 
picking fall dates. Too early and there is 
no rain. Too late and it’s too wet, so the 
Forest Service cancels the run. At any 
rate, there was no rain and the dust was 
just plain unreal. Some riders quit 
before the five-mile mark. Many quit at 
the first gas check. The dust is as fine as 
the talcum that Southern California 
riders experience near dry lake beds,

but, unlike the Southern stuff, it is 
mainly organic material. God help you 





if you are allergic to any of its many 
components. Sneezing becomes a way 
of life. Riders wiped goggles, changed 
goggles, and slowed down, but nothing 
really helped. With trees and rocks and 
no visibility, only the fact that there 
were so many nonfinishers prevented a 
lot of injuries. 


Calamity number two was a series of 
marking changes, which were probably 
done by a former enduro rider, as the 
culprit cleverly routed riders into a 
circle several times. The saboteur was 
spotted driving a jeep, but as he was 
heavily armed, there was no 
confrontation. His license number was 
reported to the sheriff. The riders who 
completed the course were generally 
those with enough experience to realize 
what was happening and backtrack in 
time. Although at this point it’s not 
clear just why the markings were being 
sabotaged, hunters were being blamed. 
This is right in the middle of the season 
and many hunters were openly hostile. 
There were several unverifiable reports 
of cyclists being shot at. To this writer 
it seems silly to have an enduro 
scheduled in a woods when hunting is 
being permitted. It’s not fair to either 
group. 

Calamity number three was the CHP, 
who turned up in this isolated area 20 
miles northeast of Georgetown, with 
four (!) squad cars and began ticketing 
everyone they could find, mostly with 
straight harrassment, 
equipment-violation nonsense. This

writer observed one girl, probably the 
wife of an entrant, who was just 
sightseeing with her child on the back, 
ticketed for not having a registration in 
the vehicle and not having a “Class 
four’’ license. No mirrors and 
inoperative taillights were common 
“offenses.” While I was standing there, a 
rider came up to the cop and explained 
that his bike had broken down and he 
wanted to get back to camp. Would he 
be ticketed if he rode slowly on the 
shoulder of the road? “Probably,” said 
the cop without even seeing or asking 
about the bike. 

The police attack came about as 
follows, according to the CERA. An 
officious clown named Ralph 
McCormick had an encounter with some 
bike riders in the area on the weekend 
of September 20-21. He wrote a nasty 
letter to the District Ranger (he used 
the word “roaring” six times in the first 
paragraph), and sent a copy to the 
Legislature’s resident drunk, 
Assemblyman Z’berg. Z’berg called on 
an old friend in the CHP, Captain 
Cramer, a man who has already had 
several “transfers” for his handling of 
similar affairs. Cramer ordered the 
day-long harrassment. It is worth noting 
the Forest Service has several times 
requested CHP help with real problems 
in the Georgetown area, such as logging 
truck safety violations. No CHP help 
was available for that, according to a 
forest ranger who was disgusted with 
the CHP act. 

If you guys in the Sacramento area 
don’t get rid of Z’berg in this coming 
election, we'll all be walking. 

Calamity number four came in the 
form of a murder-minded character in a 
pink Jeep who deliberately ran down at 
least two riders and chased others. Ray 
Hinton was hit from behind and 
knocked down. His left rear shock was 
turned into a V-shaped piece of junk 
and jammed into the air cleaner of his 
Penton. Ray, who won last week’s 
Sonora Club run, said, “We've all been 
hit by other bikes, that’s nothing. But 
when I saw that big Jeep tire and that 
winch about to run over me, I was really 
scared.” Ray escaped injury, but the 
other rider received two broken fingers 
and was pretty banged up. 

A messed-up clock is usually enough 
to foul up a run all by itself, but with all 
that happened in this one, most riders 
didn’t even notice that one clock was 
four minutes off. No one knows quite 
how it happened, but there was no 
guestibn about it and the check was 
thrown out. 

By the end, there were only 97 
finishers, and only the really top riders 


scored less than -30. George Hendricks” 


(Yam 360) with -10 barely aced ISDT 
rider Ben Bower, who scored -11. Mike 
McGowan was third with -14. There 
were no 125-A finishers, and only two 
125-C finishers, but one girl, Jackie 
Steele, finished with a mere -249 points. 

There was one bit of humor for the 
day. One rider, who for obvious reasons 
is going to remain unidentified, was 
limping back to the start on’a disabled 








bike, going very slowly. A CHP cop saw 
him, swung his car across the, road in 
front of him and jumped-out. The rider 
told it this way, “I didn’t have any 
mirror so I sure wasn’t going to stop, 
and here was this police car blocking 
almost all the road. | sure wasn’t going 
to run into that. Off the edge of the 
road was a 10-foot embankment. I 
didn’t want to go down that because-I 
was already bruised from crashing. The 
only place left to go was where that 
CHP guy was standing, so what could I 
do? I gassed it!” 

By the time the cop got back up the 
embankment and went, siren screaming, 
past the camp, the rider was in his 
vehicle, undressed, and his wife had the 
plates off his scooter! Shades of the 
Fifties. Awarding him the trophy he 
deserves might be hazardous, but I hope 
the CERA does find some way to 
acknowledge his contribution to the 
sport. Maybe they could take him to 
dinner, say someplace specializing in 
roast pork! 

Although the run did not turn out 
very pleasant this year, the club can’t be 
faulted. The marking was so extensive 
that even the deliberate sabotage failed. 
Distances were accurate according to 
the top riders, and all but the one clock 
were accurate. There is talk that the 
AMA might try to get the CERA to host 
a National Championship next year. 
This would require some “fiddling” 
somewhere along the line as the CERA 
is not presently associated with the 
AMA, but I hope it happens. The CERA 
has exorcised at least five years’ bad 
luck, so their next one ought to be 


great, and the AMA sure needs a great 
e 


one in California.

CORONA, CAL., OCT. 2, 

After a series of jump starts by 
some of the riders, the eight-lap 
Open Expert Half-mile Main event 
finally got underway. On the first 
lap Jim Wright, who attends 
Corona High School, took the 
number one position with Terry 
Griner, Nick Voge, and Dennis 
Junker all fighting it out for second, as 
Griner was on a 360 Yamaha single with 
Voge and Junker being on big 750 
Yamahas. . 


By the sixth lap Griner closed in on 
Wright in a_wheel-to-wheel battle. 
Finally Griner tried to get underneath 
Wright in the final turn on the last lap, 
but the 750 Yamaha was just too 
powerful for Griner’s 360, and Wright 
took the victory. 


Yamaha-mounted Bill Carpenter 
showed why he is considered one of the 
top 250 Experts in the Inland Empire, 
as he easily captured the six-lap main 
event. Carpenter’s twin was really 
cooking and he was five bike lengths 
ahead after the opening lap. Carpenter 
then went on to take the easy win with 
Chula Vista’s Al Glover, making his first 
appearance at Corona Raceway in quite 
some time, finishing second.
